One  man,  disturbed  by  tragic 
events  in  the  numismatic  field,  with 
one  such  violent  crime  involving  a 
personal  friend,  has  established  a 
Numismatic  Crime  Information  Cen¬ 
ter  with  a  goal  of  compiling  and 
disseminating  information  on  numis¬ 
matic  crimes  on  a  nationwide  basis 
and  to  assist  law  enforcement  agen¬ 
cies  in  the  investigation  of  such 
crimes. 

Lt.  Doug  Davis,  with  the  Criminal 
Investigation  Division  of  the  Pan- 
tego,  Texas  Police  Department  is 
conducting  a  2-session  seminar  for 
the  benefit  of  coin  dealers  and  col¬ 
lectors  at  the  29th  Texas  Numismatic 
Association  convention  set  for 
March  27,  28.  29  at  the  Convention 
Center  in  downtown  San  Antonio, 
Gateway  Coin  Club  is  hosting  the 
event. 

The  first  session  will  be  Friday, 
March  27,  at  7  p.m.,  immediately 


for  the  benefit  of  dealers.  Topics  to 
be  covered  are  numismatic  crimes  as 
a  big  business,  current  criminal 
activity  and  coin  scams,  coin  show 
and  coin  shop  safety,  the  dealer's 
role  in  the  investigative  process  and 
dealers  policing  dealers  a  must. 

Subjects  highlighted  in  the  second 
session  Saturday,  March  28,  at  2 
p.m.  relate  to  collectors  and  includes 
some  of  the  above  but  with  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  crime  prevention  as  a  key  to 
protecting  the  collector’s  collection, 
inventory  as  a  key  to  recovery,  numis¬ 
matic  clubs  and  organizations  as  a 
tool  in  recovering  stolen  material, 
and  the  collector’s  role  in  the  investi¬ 
gative  process.

GOLD  MINING 


The  world's  gold  mining  industry 
increased  production  of  gold  from 
46.2  million  troy  ounces  in  1984  to 
48.6  million  in  1985  to  an  estimated 
50.8  million  ounces  in  1986.  This  was 
noted  in  the  annual  World  Mine 
Production  of  Gold  1985-1989 
report,  recently  published  by  The 
Gold  Institute,  an  international 
trade  association  based  in  Washing¬ 


ton,  D.C. 

In  1985  the  top  gold  producers 
were  South  Africa,  Russia,  Canada, 
the  United  States.  People’s  Republic 
of  China.  Brazil.  Australia,  Colom¬ 
bia,  Philippines  and  Papua  New 
Guinea.  Current  projections  indicate 
that  the  U.S.  will  take  the  lead  in 
1986,  followed  by  Canada  and 
Australia. 
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TNA  MEDAL  FEATURES 
HISTORIC  CITY-RIVER 


San  Antonio  is  one  of  America's 
four  unique  cities,  and  you’ll  agree 
as  you  stroll  along  the  banks  of  the 
colorful,  winding  San  Antonio  River 
while  attending  the  TNA  convention 
March  27,  28.  29. 

The  1987  TNA  medal,  designed  by 
Frank  Galindo,  District  7  governor, 
pictures  the  winding,  historical  San 
Antonio  River  which  some  call  the 
heart  and  soul  of  the  city.  Also  known 
as  the  Paseo  del  Rio,  it  has  been  a 
focal  point  of  the  city’s  growth.  It 
played  a  major  role  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  early  San  Antonio  -  powered 
waterworks  and  mills,  provided  drink¬ 
ing  water,  supplied  water  for  irriga¬ 
tion  and  met  other  daily  needs  of  the 
growing  community.  The  river  was 
enjoyed  as  recreation  spots  where 
citizens  picnicked,  swam,  rowed 
boats  and  walked  along  its  banks. 

Today  it  continues  to  serve  the  city 
as  a  major  tourist  attraction,  as  it 
winds  its  way  through  the  city.  Paseo 
del  Rio  provides  approximately  21 
blocks  of  cobble  stone  walkways, 
sidewalk  restaurants,  night  clubs, 
hotels,  and  arts,  crafts  and  antique 
shops  follow  the  meandering  river. 

The  King’s  River  Parade  annually 
heads  down  the  river  during  Fiesta 
Week  celebration.  The  river  provides 
the  setting  for  the  Arneson  River 
Theatre,  an  outdoor  theatre  where 
the  river  separates  the  audience  from 
the  stage,  and  where  performances 
are  held  by  local  singers,  mariachis. 


country  western  music,  flamenco  dan¬ 
cers  and  other  talents. 

The  cobble  stone  bridge,  connect¬ 
ing  the  Arneson  theatre  and  the 
stage,  is  named  "Rosita  Bridge"  and 
that  bridge  is  featured  on  the  medal. 
It  was  dedicated  to  Rosita  Fernandez 
who  has  represented  San  Antonio  as 
a  singer,  composer  and  Ambassador 
of  Goodwill  for  many  years.  The 
medal  also  shows  part  of  San  An¬ 
tonio’s  distinctive  and  impressive 
skyline. 

TNA  medal  sets  contain  a  silver 
and  a  verbronze  encased  in  an  attrac¬ 
tive  engraved  holder.  The  .999  silver 
medal  is  10  gauge,  39mm  in  diameter 
and  serially  numbered  with  reeded 
edge.  Only  176  silver  medals  were 
struck  and  1,000  bronze.  Each  set  is 
$30  plus  $2  postage  and  handling. 

Galindo,  newly  appointed  TNA 
medals  officer,  also  announced  that 
there  are  less  than  20  of  a  limited 
issue  of  250  silver  Alamo  Sesqui- 
centennial  medals  available.  If  you 
have  not  purchased  yours,  do  so 
today.  The  Alamo  medal  is  also  avail¬ 
able  in  verbronze  at  $2.95  each  plus
